A week of tu mu lt and shou ting 


on the college scene has end ed 


on a q u ieter note with scholars 
and politicians d iscu ssing the 
cam pu s crisis and a New Hamp­ 
shire ju d ge d ealing jail term s to 
45 Dartmou th sit-ins. 


The shock of Dr. Bu ell C. Gal­ 
lagher’s resignation as 
presi­ 
d ent of City College of New 
York and a stead y d ay -long rain 
combined to end two d ay s of 


v iolence and arson a t the 20,- 
000-stu d ent school. 
At Howard Univ ersity , w’here 
police wrested control from sit- 
ins by firing tear gas rock ets 
into the bu ild ings, the stu d ent 
activ ists told a neu ’s conference 
there was no change in their d e­ 
m and s. 
In Wood v ille, N.H., 45 y ou ng 
people, most of them Dartmou th 
stu d ents, were learning prison 
rou tine tod ay at the Grafton 
Cou nty jail while law y ers pre­ 


pared appeals to the state Su ­ 
prem e Cou rt. 
Ju d ge 
Martin 
Lau ghlin 
sen­ 
tenced the grou p inclu d ing fiv e 
girls to serv e 30-d ay jail term s 
and pay $100 fines each for 
crim inal contempt in the seizu re 
of 
the 
college 
ad m inistration 
bu ild ing last Tu esd ay . 
The d emonstration led by the 
Stu d ents for a Democratic So­ 
ciety 
was 
to 
d em and 
the 
im m ed iate ex pu lsion of ROTC 
program s 
from 
the 
campu s. 


They were remov ed from the 
bu ild ing by state police early 
Wed nesd ay . 
Ju d ge 
Lau ghlin’s 
sentence 
was twice the 15 -d ay term rec­ 
ommend ed 
by 
Cou nty 
Atty . 
George Papad em as and was the 
stiffest m ass sentence y et m et­ 
ed ou t in the cu rrent wav e of 
stu d ent u prisings across the na­ 
tion. 
One ad v ocate of the get-tou gh 
approach to campu s d isord ers 
testified before the Senate per­ 


m anent inv estigations su bcom­ 
mittee Frid ay . Longshoreman- 
philosopher Eric Hoffer said the 
campu s crisis called for strong- 
willed ad m inistrators. 
“ You need chancellors of u ni­ 
v ersities and may ors of cities 
who will get u p in the morning 
and spit on their hand s and say 
‘Who 
am 
I 
going 
to 
k ill 
tod ay ?’ ” Hoffer said . “ These 
are the people who will sav e 
y ou .” 
Hoffer, a m em ber of the Na­ 


tional 
Commission 
on 
the 
Cau ses and Prev ention of Vio­ 
lence, said the d emand s of cam ­ 
pu s militants cannot be satisfied : 
“ They hav e tasted blood and 
acq u ired a taste for acad emic 
flesh. They want to k ill it.” 
Jacq u es Barzu n, a Colu mbia 
Univ ersity 
historian, 
told 
a 
Hou se ed u cation su bcommittee 
that American u niv ersities will 
not recov er from the d amage 
they hav e su ffered as teaching 
institu tions for d ecad es. 


And he said the colleges will 
hav e to tak e “strong m eans” to 
ov erthrow what he called stu ­ 
d ent d espotism if they are to re­ 
cov er at all. 
Sey mou r 
Martin 
U pset 
of 
Harv ard told the su bcommittee 
that the campu s crisis was a po­ 
litical phenomenon, not an ed u ­ 
cational 
one. 
He 
said 
su ch 
things as increasing awareness 
of social cond itions in the world 
had brou ght a “crisis of au thori­ 
ty .”

E. S. Parm enter, cou nty m ed i­ 
cal officer, d ecid ed to try to 
inv olv e su bd iv ision resid ents in 
a genu ine clean-u p of the area. 
He wrote a letter to ev ery one 
liv ing in the su bd iv ision stating 
that blight ex ists in their area 
and ask ed , “ civ ic-mind ed par­ 
ties to acq u ire an improv ed en­ 
v ironment free of blight cond i­ 
tions which su ggest slu m cond i­ 
tions.” 
He offered his serv ices, told 
the resid ents their township su - 
perv ior, Robert Bu rrs, wou ld 
giv e any assistance he cou ld , 
and appealed to their pu blic 
spirit to engage in a “ clean u p, 
fix u p and paint u p effort.”

telephoned threat on his life 
Frid ay at a news conference. 


Face Grim 
“ My office in Detroit tells me 
my life has been threatened ,” 
Griffin said , his face grim . 


“The threat d id relate to my 
position on the Fortas m atter.” 
Griffin arriv ed at the news 
conference accompanied by two 
plainclothes Detroit policemen. 
He said the Fed eral Bu reau of 
Inv estigation had been notified 
of the threat, which cam e to his 
Detroit office Wed nesd ay , and 
was inv estigating it. 
Griffin, u su ally smiling and 
easy -going, 
was 
tense 
and 
terse. He blu rted ou t word of 
the 
threat 
after 
answering 
sev eral rou tine q u estions abou t 
Fortas.

R\ BRUCE BIOSSAT 
WASHINGTON <NEA) - The vagueness and 
emotionalism which engulfed the first open delib er­ 
ations oi the Democratic reform committee do not 
augur well for the development ol realistic party 
reforms for 1972. 
The most militant types seem to think that the 
most urgene necessity is some sort of cleansing 
verb al denunciation of all the events which sur­ 
rounded the traumatic 1968 convention in Chicago. 
Those who want to put that affair b ehind them 
are not too cleai ab out where to b egin repair and 
renovation. 
On dash of lealism that all reformers, mod­ 
erate and militant, need » to have thrown in their 
faces: 
lu the strict physical sense, measured hv 
numb ers of b odies. Democratic eoonventions 
have too much “ participatory democracy," not 
too little. They have b ecome imwtedly mon­ 
strosities with a b uilt-in potential for chaos and 
near-disaster. 
When the late -John Kennedy was nominated 
at Ixvs Angeles, he needed a majority of 1,521 
delegate votes. By 1964 this total had skyrocketed 
to 2,316. Despite warnings of the unworkab ility of 
this numb er, it was increased to 2.622 in 196k. 


When half-votes and alternates are figured in, 
.".611 persons are considered to have l>een officially 
eligib le to attend Chicago. 
By contrast, Repub lican convention delegate 
totals have b een held within narrow variation — 
1.331 in 196(1. 1.308 in 1964, 1.333 in 196S. 
At Democratic conventions, then, the mere 
physiclal movement of delegates and alternates, 
not to mention other official qualified persons, is 
incredib ly difficult. Overcrowding of aisles and 
other convention hall space is assured. Authorities 
ordered to keep aisles open have a choice b etween 
a shrug of hopelessness and a shoving contest that 
can quickly slip into “overreaction.” 
When the prob lem is heightened b y a heavy 
flow of newsmen, television crews, and some un­ 


potential for some kind of human explosion is very 
high. 
Rut even lliis is not the whole of the matter 
I rum the strictly physical viewpoint. The fact is 
that for years the Democrats have b een mis­ 
managing the admission of die pub lic to their 
conventions. 
At Atlantic City in 1964. Lyndon Johnson's 
lieutenants so feared empty space in that cavernous 
convention hall that they overissued tickets b y 
the thousands. On the second night, this tactic 
produced the worst human traffic jam outside a 
hall in convention history. 
The hall’s main doors had to b e shut early, 
b efore dozens and dozens of delegates and other 
official persons could get in. The human flow, 
turned away from the door, met another surge 
if people '•till moving toward the hall—and chaos 
reigned on the b oardwalk. 
This kind of official ticket fraud is, of course, 
matched b v the issuance of fraudulent tickets b y 
the particans ol a particular candidate, b y local 
b osses like Mayor Richard Daley of Chicago, or b y 
mere adventurers determined to get into the hall. 
Daley’s packing of the International Amphi- 
theatci at Chicago was so arrogant that he even 
preempted a laigc reserved press area. It made 
a hypocritical charade out of the otherwise 
justifiab le—if often b rutally discourteous—pre­ 
cautions of suspicions convention ticket takers. 
But there was no complaint from party lib erals 
when Daley’s predecessor, Edward J. Kelly, packed 
the hall for Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1944. Nor did 
they voice indignation when partisans of Adlai 
Stevenson used a tieket-relay gimmick to pack the 
Sports Arena in Los Angeles on b alloting night in 
196(1.
